FROM WASHINGTON.

The Debate on Butlier's Resolution,

Waenmaron, Feb, 11.—Judge Bloghum of
Ohio has just finished a very sble and sharp
speech agntost Gen, Botler's resolution. He
denounced 1t us revolutliouary, and as an uot ol
svcession and aonarchy. He warned the House
against being led into adopting o mensure which
would involve a difficulty between the two
houses, He hoped the resolution would be laid
upon the table, there to rot,

During the delivery of this sprech General
Butler stood directly in frontof Judge Bing-
hum, and seemed qguite uvneasy under the
geatbhivg remarks and eriticisms on his resolu-
tion., Atthe close of Judge Bingham's speech
Mr, Farnsworth tried to get the floor to move
to lay the resolotion on the table, but fatled,
Mr, Schenck getting It to make a speech in favor
of the resolution.

School Dedieation.

Last evening the Sonthwest Grummar School,
on the pnortheast corner of Seventeenth and
ne streets, was dedicated in the presence of s
Inrge pumber of persons, and the alair wis of &
remarkably brillinnt and mteresting character,

The new «chool burlding is not only an archi-
feciural ornament to the wpeighborhood fu
which it I8 located, but the interior wrravge-
ments for purposes of tuition are admirable,
The school-hounse is constracted of brown stone,
three stories in helght, of veat aud tasty de-
slgn, aud covers an arcik of 86 by 76 teet, the
lut being 140 by 121 teet. It 18 oivided Into a
large number ol clags roome, and {4 capable of
wecommoaoting eighteen diviciops, allough
only twelve divisions are now being tsnght
there. The cost of the bulding was abouy
$42,000, The asgembly room 18 very large aod
commodions and well ventilated, and the entire
interlor presents a very cheerful wnd attractive
appesrance, The building wae construcied
under the superintendence of John Frazer,
arehitect, |

The wduguration ceremonies last evening
were held in the assembly roosm, which was
wmost beautifully decorsted with Amerlean finegs
und tri-colored bunting., Over the temporary
staging, erccted for the occaslon, were sus-
pended portraits of George and Martha Wash-
iglon, and bouquets of flowers added to the
geveral effect of Lthe scene,

The stage was occupied by o number of gen-
tlemen promincntly engaged (n the osuse of
public school education, and conspicuous
smong them were the Hev, Richard Newton,
Masor Danlel M, Fox, Hon, [sauc Hazleburat,
Hon. J. I, Wickershum, Siate Superintendent
ol Common Bchools; George Inman Riche,
Privcipnl of the High Behool; Edward Shippen,
n-xl-l'ru sident of the Board of Behool Control, and
oLhers,
